Introduction 

Your Bigeframe is a simple-to-use product that brings your digital photos to your living room to share with family and friends. In just minutes, you can go from snapping a 
photo to viewing it full screen on your Digital Photo Frame. You can preview your digital images one at a time, play in a continuous, automatic slide show, or you can even 
play .mpeg movies.

Care: 

Frames are sensitive and require extreme care. Use extreme caution when hanging the frame. Make sure it is securely hung before you let go. They are not meant for 
traveling. Keep sharp objects and water away from frame. Hold the entire unit from front to back when moving. To clean, spray towel lightly with window cleaner and wipe 
gently. 

Other things to keep in mind- 

• Use indoors only 

• keep away from heat sources 

• keep away from direct sunlight 

• keep away from water sources 

• keep away from small children 

• keep sharp objects away from the front of the screen 

turn unit off before taking out the memory card (YOU MAY DAMAGE YOUR CARD IF YOU DON'T TURN IT OFF) 

• turn screen off at night 

• Make sure it is plugged in to a surge protector or unplugged during bad weather 

• Do not press in the back of the frame. It will damage the internal electronics. 

• turn off main power when going on vacation. 

• to prevent image burn, do not leave a single image showing for a long period of time 

Displaying your frame 

The 1 5", 1 7" or 1 9" frame is the perfect size for displaying digital pictures on any wall. Make sure not to place near water. Place frame securely so it won't get knocked off or 
fall. 



Hanging your frame 

To hang your 15", 17" or 19" frame on a wall, you will need a Phillips screwdriver. Make sure you are near an outlet or have an extension cord. If hanging on drywall, please 
use the supplied wall driller hook. Screw the white driller hook into the drywall until it is all the way in. Now screw the screw inside the wall driller, leaving 1/4" of the screw out. 
Hang on the wall and plug in. Turn the power on by switching on the main power with the switch on the bottom left. Then touch power button on the remote control. There is 
also a power button on the top, right for the LCD.

Up/Down/Left/Right: Moves up, down, 

left or right when selecting. 

Enter: confirms selection. 

PgUp: go to the previous screen or 

image 

PgDo: go to the next screen or image 

Music: (DISABLED) 

Photo: go to and display all photo files 

Movie: go to and display all movie files 

File: go to file library (all file) 

Stop: stop the selected file or 

playback 

Pause: pause the playback 

Play: play the selected file 

Repeat: play the files repeatedly until 

stopped. 

Rew: rewind movies 

FF: forward movies 

Prew: go to previous file 

Next: go to next file 

S-Time: Slideshow time adjustment 1; 

3; 5; 10; 30; 60 sees. 

S-Mode: Change slideshow transition 

S-Music: (DISABLED) 

Rotate: Rotate photo 90 degrees 

clockwise. 

Zoom: zoom in on the image up to Ax. 
Mirror: Flips image 
Output Mode: Select for output 
mode. Must be on VGA. Other modes 
are disabled 



How to insert your memory card 

After you've taken photos with your digital camera, you need to remove the memory card according to your camera's instructions. The 15", 17" or 19" frame works with 
CompactFlash I or II. The frame will also accept other types of cards with a Compact Flash adapter. 

Position the card in the correct direction. 

• Be sure not to force any cards into a slot. This will damage the pins 

Note: The slot is designed to accept a card only if you insert it in the correct direction. If the card does not slide in easily, check that you are positioning it properly - do not 
force it into the slot. If you force the card into the slot improperly, you will cause damage to the card and the possibly the frame. 



Power down 

If you wish to conserve energy, you can power down your frame each night by flipping the switch on the left side of the frame. 
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Additional Instructions 



1 . CAUTION BEFORE TOUCHING THE AUTO ADJUST BUTTON. The buttons on the top are for adjusting the LCD screen 
brightness and contrast. All settings have been preset for the optimal setting. 

2. If something happens that you have to use the Auto Adjust button, do the following. In order to calibrate your frame, you will 
need a 640 x 480 and a 1280 x 1024 image on your memory card. Make sure you have the 1280 x 1024 picture displayed (and 
paused) on the screen. Hit the auto adjust button. The image should fill the screen. Hit the menu button on the top of the frame. 
Use the arrows to find the Clock setting using the selection button (Menu button). Set the Clock setting to 100. Next, use the 
remote control to go to the 640 x 480 image and pause it. Once on that image, press the auto adjust button again. This image 
should now fill the screen. Now, go to the clock setting and set it to 1 00 again. 

3. Pictures must be in .jpg format and movies must be .mpegl, .mpeg2, or .mpeg4. 

4. Memory cards must be formatted in the FAT file system. (Not FAT32) 

5. Max size of pictures is 5120 x 3840. Larger pictures may take longer to load in preview mode. 

6. Create folders on your memory card if you have more than 256 pictures. The frame will accept as many photos as your card 
can hold but there can only be 256 per folder on your card. For example, you can have up to 256 folders each containing up to 
256 pictures. 

7. If you want your pictures to show in order: First rename them in alphabetical or numerical order on your computer. Then place 
each picture in that order onto your memory card. 

8. DO NOT lose your remote. A replacement remote is $150.

Note that all products are tested to be in 
great working order before they ship. 

4. Satisfaction Guarantee. If you are not satisfied with your frame for any reason you may return it for a refund or exchange. Please call first. This offer is only valid if 
the unit is returned in perfect like new condition within 30 days of the purchase date. All returns are subject to an 18% restocking fee. No returns accepted after 30 days of 
purchase. Please allow 2-4 weeks for a return check to be sent. 

5. Technical Support. Bigeframe will provide technical support for products at no additional charge for 30 days from the date of shipment or invoice. Bigeframe provides 
technical support via email at tech@bigeframe.com . You may also call our sales number listed on our website. Bigeframe may change the means through which it provides 
technical support at any time. 

6. Product Warranty. Bigeframe warrants the original purchaser that the equipment it manufactures will operate for a period of 1 year from the date of purchase. This does not 
cover cosmetic errors such as scratch marks, scuffs, abrasions, dead pixels, or bright pixels on the unit. Should this product, in Bigeframe's opinion, prove defective within 
this warranty period, Bigeframe, at its option, will repair or replace this product without charge up to one year after date of purchase. After one year, Bigeframe will repair or 
replace product, at cost to the purchaser, for up to 2 years after date of purchase. Any defective parts replaced become the property of Bigeframe. This warranty does not 
apply to those products which have been damaged due to accident, unauthorized alterations, improper repair, modifications, inadequate maintenance and care, or use in any 
manner for which the product was not originally intended.
